to their own customers, Under Senator
Whallace's enlightened persuasion, General
McGee, the contractor, seems to have seen
the error of his ways, for he has unlocked
the switches and promises Lo carry coul for
any miner o any  costomer al a
fair rate. As Senator Wallace was so
suceesaful in this instance in impressing his
views upon his associntes, we would have
high expectations of the good resultsof a
similar energy of endeavor personally di.
rected upon his fellow members of the leg-
islature ; and so it is that we deeply regret
his absence from the scene of such produoe.

The
latter have deemed it proper to fasten on
the people of the state a most absurd tem-
perance instruction law, and compared Lo
this, the recent work of the New York leg-
islature gains added lustre.
